JJc it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :
coriiomiioii SECTION 1. That so mucli land ns is contained in lot No, three (H),

limil3 of section twelve (12), lots thrco (3), four (*), five (5), and six (G), and
the north-cast quarter and the eiist half of the south east-quarter and the
north half of the north-west quarter of section one (1), and lot one (1), of
section two (2), in town one hundred and twelve, north of range twen-
ty-six, west of the liflh principal meridian, be, and the same is hcraby creat-
ed a town corporate by the uauio of Clarksville.

K teuton SEC. 2. That for the good order and government of said town, it shall
be lawful for the male inhabitants thereof, having the qualifications of
electors of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota, to
meet at the place of holding the last general election in the precinct of Hen-
derson, on the first Wednesday of July next, and at the same time annual-
ly thereafter, at such place- in said town ns tfie town council may direct,
and then and there proceed by ballot to elect one President, one Kecor-
der ami three Trustees, lieiug householders of said towu, and having the
qualifications of electors aa aforesaid, who shall hold their offices one year
and until their successors shall be e'ected and qualified, aud such President,
Kccorder and Trustees, being so elected and qualified, shall constitute the
town co.nicil of said town; any three of whom shall constitute a. quorum
for the transaction of businws pertaining to their duties.

ju.ijesfc ct«ru SEC. 3. At the first election to bo holden under this act, there shall
be chosen viva voce by the electors present at the time for opening the
polls on the day for holding said firet election, two judges, and a clerk of
Kaid election, who shall take an oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge
the duties required of thorn by this act, and at all subsequent elections the
Trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the Recorder, or in his
absence, some person to be appointed by tho judges, shall be clerk. The
polls shall be opened between the hours of ten and eleven o'clock in the
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forenoon, and close at four iu the afternoon of said day : and at the
close of the polls the votes shall be counted, and a true statement thereof
proclaimed to the voters present by one of tho judges, aud the clerk sholl
make a true record thereof, and within five days thereafter, lie shall give
notice to the persons so elected of their election; and it shall be theduty of
tho said town council, at least ten days before each aud every election, to
give notice of the same by setting up advertisements at three-of the most
public places in said town.

SEC. 4. Each member of said town council, before entering upon the T«ke oaiii
duties of his office, shall take an oath or affirmation to support the consti-
tution of the United States, and also an oath of office.

SEO. 5. The 1'rosident, "Recorder and Trustees of said town shall becrated boJj
aud are hereby created a body corporate nnd politic, with perpetual aucces- °°rPoral'
sion, to bo known and distinguished by the name and stylo of " The Town
of Clarksville," and shall bo capable in law by their corporate name
aforesaid, to acquire property, real, personal and mixed, for the use of said
town, and may sell and convey the same at pleasure. They may have a.
commou seal, which they may break, alter or renew at pleasure. They
may sue and be sued, plead and be implcaded, defend aud be defended in
all inaimer of actions in nil courts of law or equity; and when any suit
shall be commenced uguinst said corporation, the lir.st process shall bo
served by an attested copy thereof, left with the Recorder, or at his usual
place of residence, at least six days previous to the return day of such pro-
cess.

Ssc. (1. Tho President, and in his absence, the Recorder, shall pro- who *im
side at all meetings of the town council; and the Recorder sJiall attend all " *
meetings of tho town council, and make a fair and accurate record of all
their proceedings, and of the by-laws, rules and ordinances made or passed
by tho common council aforesaid, and the same shall at all times bo open
for inspection of the electors of said town; but in case of the absence, or
inability of tho Recorder, the Trustees may appoii t a clerk, pro tempore.

SEC. 7. The town council shall have power to till all vacancies which
may happen in said board, from the qualified voters of said town, who
shall hold their appointments until the next annual election, and until suc-
cessors shall be elected and qualified; and in the absence of the President
and Recorder from any mooting of the town council, the Trustees shall
have power to appoint any two of their number to perform the duties of
President and Recorder for the time being.

Ssc. 8. The said town council shall have power to mi ke, ordain aud Fin vaca
establish by-laws, oidinances, rules and regulations for tho government of
waicl town; and the same to alter, amend or repeal at pleasure, to provide
in such by-laws for the appointment or election of a Treasurer, town Mar-
shal, and all the subordinate officers, which they may think necessary for
the good government and well being of said town; to prescribe their duties
and determine the period of their appointment, and the fees they shall be
entitled to receive for their respective services, when tho same is not oth-
erwise provide:! for by this act, and to require of them to fake an oath of
office preuius to entering upon the duties of their respective offices, and
may further require of them a bond with security conditioned for the
faithful performance of their respective offices. The town consul shall ol-
sj have power to flx to the violation of tho by-laws aud ordinances of the
corporation, rcast unUlo liiws and penalties: Provided, That such by-laws
and ordinances be not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the
United States, or of this Territory. And provided, also, that no by-lawa
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or ordinances of said corporation shall take effect or be in force until the
same shall have been posted up at least ten days in one of the most public
places within said town, and the certificate of the Recorder entered upon
the record of said town council, shall be deemed and taken to be sufficient
evidence of each publication.

W* SEC. 9. The town council shall, at the expiration of each und every
yaar, cause to be made out and posted up as aforesaid, the receipts and ex-
penditures of the proceeding year.

t* and SEC. 10. The town council shall hive power to regulate and improve
nditure foG levees, streets and alleys, and determine the width of side-walks iu said

town; to regolate the public grounds, to erect a new maiket house, and
regulate the markets, to remove all nuisances and obstructions from the
streets and commons of said town, and do all things which similar corpora-
tions have power to do, in order to provide for and secure health, cleanli-
ness and good order in said town.

s etroets SEC. 11. For the purpose of more effectually enabling the said town
council to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby au-
thorized and empowered to assess a tax for corporation purposes, within
the limita of said corporation, made taxable by the laws of this Territory,
so that said tax shall not exceed in any one year, tivo mills on the dollar
of valuation, as the same may be found on the books of the county
commissioners of the county within which said town may be located at
the time of assessing said tax. The tcwn shall also have power if au-
thorized to do so by a majority of all the electors in eaid town, at any
meeting called for that purpose, to levy an additional tax as above speci-
fied, sufficient to organize and establish a fire company, and purchase an
engine, hose and other necessary apparatus for the extinguishment of fires
in said town; public notice of which meeting and the object thereof, shall
be given by posting up a written or printed notice thereof, in at least
three of the most public places in said town, ten days before the time of
such meeting.

«. gEO 12> When any t^ jg 1^^ it stan he (he duty of the Recorder
to make out a duplicate of the taxes, charging each individual owning
property in said corporation with the amount assessed on each item of
property, as found on the books of the County Commissioners of said
county, which duplicate shall be certified by the President and Recorder,
and one copy thereof shall be placed in the hands of the Marshal, or Buch
other person as shall be appointed collector, whose duty it shall be to col-

tu lect taidtax, in the same manner, under the tame regulations as other
county taxes are collected; and the said Marshal, or such other person as
may be appointed collector, shall, immediately after collecting said tax,
pay the same over to the treasurer of said corporation, and take his re-
ceipt therefor; and the said Marshal or other collector, shall have the same
power to sell both real and personal property, for the non-payment of the
corporation taxes aa is given to the county collector; and when necessary,
the Recorder shall have power to make deeds in the same manner that
sheriffs do; and the Marshal or other collector shall receive for his fees
such sam as the town coancil may direct, not exeeedingsix per centum on
all moneys so by him collected, to be paid by the Treasurer on the order
of the Recorder.

up book* SEC. 18. The President, llecorder or other officers of said corporation
shall, on demand, deliver to their successors in office, all such books and
other property, as appertain in any wise to said corporation.
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SEC. 14. It shall bo the duty of the Common Council of said towu tofinur i»nd»
enter so much land within the corporate limits of said town as con be en-
tered under the provisions of the act of Congress entitled, " An Act for
the relief of the citizens of towns upon the lands of the TTnitlcl States un- - *
der certjiin circumstances, approved May 23, 1844."

SEC. 15. It shall be the duty of the said town council, as soon as prac-
ticable to cause three hundred and twenty acres of the land within the cor- swwj land,
porate limits of said town to be surveyed and laid out into squares, and
lots, and street?, and alleys, in such manner as said town council may deem
proper, and to authorize such improvements to be made on said streets or
alloys, or any of them, as said council may deem necessary.

SEC. 1C. It shall bo the duty of said town council, as soon as the title D^J i,n-3
to said lands shall be obtained under the provisions of said actof Congress
aforesaid to ascertain the number of persons entitled to lots or squares with-
in tho said town, who may have a valid right, either by an original claim, or
by transfer from any person or persons haying made an original claim to said
lands, an;l to deed under the hand of the President, and attested by the
KecorJer, and sealed with the seal of said corporation, to every eucli
person entitled ns aforesaid, the lots or squares of land to which every such
person may be entitled as aforesaid; Provided, that no strec-t or alley shall
ixi so deeded; and provided also, that any person or persons'to whom lots
or squares shall be deeded as aforesaid, shall previously have paid to the
Treasurer or Recorder of said town, at the rate of two dollars per acre for
all lots or squares so deeded.

SEC. 17. The town council of said town are authorized to assess a taxAwi iUy
not exceeding one dollar on each lot in said town, immediately after said
survey as aforesaid, to defray the expense of said survey nnd of any im-
provement on any of the streets or alleys or levees in said towir which the
said council ordain to be made, and said tax shall be collected by the
Treasurer or Recorder, as the said council shall direct, and all lots on which
said tax shall not be paid within three months from the date of said assess-
ment, shall be deemed to be the property of said town, and shall not l>e
deeded by said council until the said tax, -with interest at the rate of twenty
per cent, per annum from date of assessment, shall have been paid: Provid-
ed, that after the expiration of thre« years the said council may order such
lot or lots to be sold to the highest bidder.

SEO. 18. It shall be the duty of tho town council to cause a plat ofRoc«rd Put
said survey, as afcresaid, to be recorded in the office of the Register of
Deeds of the county wherein said town shall be located, in conformity to
the provisions of the statutes authorizing the record of town plats in this
Territory.

SEC. 19. The said town council may at any time cause tho survey and B«°rJ tmd
record in like manner, of all the laud within said corporate limits; Provid-
ed that no survey shall be made within said corporate limits without the
consent of the claimant thereto, if such land had been regularly claimed
previous to the passage of this act,

SEO. 20. All lands within said corporate limits which has not here- rnc;.iraed und
tofore been claimed as aforesaid, shall be deemed to belong to said
town, and may be sold by the corporate authorities thereof, the proceeds
to be expended in the improvement of streets and levees within said
town.
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Take effect SEC. 21. This net shall lake effect and be in force from and after its
passage.
